corrupted our college athletic teams 
again. 
Within recent years there has 


been a rapid and popularly supported ex- 
pansion of professionalism, in those sports 
•which, have always been distinctly ama- 
teur in their origin and development. 
fThis expansion is not bad in itself, but 
•when the almighty dollar enters into a 
game experience has proven to us that the 
intrigue and mles of promoters of pro- 
fessionalism are often the cause of great 
catastrophies in the athletic \vorld. 
Professionalism has always been a men- 
ace to the power for good that -exists in 
the form of amateur athletics. It is more 
of a menace now than it ever has been-be- 
fore. It Jias not only spoiled the future 
amateur careers of many college athletes 
and disorganized college teams, but it has 
gotten itself in a way to being a perma- 
aierit obstacle to the continued prominence 
end success of college athletics in geueral. 


Publicity and public disapproval of 


the degradations that have already been 
•committed will serve to draw a- line be- 
tween the professional and the 'amateur, 
but even so, it will take more than this to 
protect the present popularity of college 
athletics. There can be no argument 
against the right of a college athlete to 
sell himself to a professional club if he 
does it openly and disavows himself of 
his amateur standing and cancels his eli- 
gibility to college competition for all 
time. Popular sympathy and encourage- 
ment is more than likely to go with him. 
especially if he needs the money to 
com- 


plete his education. 
But professional 


teams are on the increase, in nearly every 
kind of an athletic game. Football, bas- 
ketball, and hockey call for young ath- 
letes with a superhuman amount of en- 
durance and snap. If professional teams 
of this description become big money 
makers they must recruit* their members 
from the only source of supply—the 
ama- 


teur field. The minute a college athlete 
bursts into the limelight he will be sought 
efter. 


If he is good enough the price will he 


ibrg enough, and it will be hard for him to 
decide that loyalty to college for the sake 
of the college athletic association and col- 
Jege publicity is greater than gold.

ENLARGED TONSIfiS 


In the Journal of Experimental Medicine last 


Juno, Drs. Murphy, Witherby, Craig, Hussey and 
Strum report the results of X-ray treatment of the 
enlarged and diseased tonsils of 46 Individuals. Some 
of the patients had also adenoid enlargement. In 
all but four cases the X-ray treatments were fol- 
lowed by marked shrinking of the tonsils and ade- 
noid masses, and with this gradual shrinking, which 
extended over a period of many weeks, the tonsillar 
openings or crypts were drained of their accumula- 
ions of detritus or septic or foul material. As the 
shrinking process started by the X-ray .exposures 
progressed the previously enlarged tonsils assumed 
a normal appearance. More important than that, 
lowever, was the effect of the treatment on the 
bacteria harbored in the crypts or openings of the 
onsils and adenoids. It was found by JDrS. Murphy, 
Witherby, Craig, Hussey et al that strains or clans 
of hemolytic germs—that means germs which have 
:he wicked capacity of destroying blood cells and 
undermining the host's health—such as are com- 
monly present in the crjpts of infected tonsils and 
commonly responsible for such systemic effects as 
luodenal ulcer, appendicitis, gallstones, and socalled 
'rheumatism," these strains or streptococci 
and 


staphylococci (delightful medical jawbreakers mean- 
ng respectively chains of cocci or individual spher- 
ed germs and bunches of such germs resembling 
•unches of grapes) disappeared from the tonsils us- 
ually within four weeks of X-ray treatment. 


Some other investigators have reported less fav- 


orable results from X-ray treatment of the tonsils 
n lieu of surgical removal. 


3t-ray treatment is much more expensive than 
urgical removal; takes many weeks _of treatment 


as compared with three or four days off care neces- 
ary when tonsils are removed; the ultimate effect 
s less certain with X-ray treatment: and even it 
he most favorable results are gained, the patient 
till has his tonsils which are still as susceptible 
o infection as ever. I don't know whether I should 
hoose X-ray treatment or surgical excision if my 
wn tonsils were concerned; but I think I should 


give the X-ray a whirl if a child's tonsils were con- 
erned, altho children who contract diseased ton- 
ils In our poorly ventilated, overcrowded, unsani- 
ated schools derive nothing but benefit, and very 
great benefit, from the surgical removal of the ton- 
ils.

Hospital on Wheels is Being 


Prepared by Health Depart- 
ment and Will Visit Isolated 
Communities Next Summer. 


In a state sacrificing 4,267 babies 


under one year "within 
a 
twelve- 


month, as Wisconsin did in 1920, any 
national innovation designed to cut 
down this unnecessary mortality will 
Justify its trial. This is the view of 
the Wisconsin state board of health, 
which is making plans for -bringine 


' modern health instruction to mothers 


and children in sections of the state 
whose remoteness is a barrier to 
healthful living. 


Surveys have been made in typical 


rural counties in Wisconsin to ascer- 
tain the conditions which contribute 
to the infant mortality. The survey 
of these conditions, in which isola- 
tion and a low standard of_wages arc 
leading factors, has also proven that 
with intelligent guidance mothers will 
give themselves and their 
offspring 


the prenatal and postnatal care that 
are essential to healthy 
motherhood 


and childhood. 


RURAL HEALTH WORK 


In 1922- Wisconsin will undertake to 


reach many of these rural families by 
means of a moveable child-welfare sta- 
tion. This will consist of a complete- 
ly equipped covered truck, affording 
accommodations for conferences with 
parents, 
weighing- and 
measuring, 


physical examinations, and imparting 
of ins4.ra(;tion on general care and hy- 


... giene, referring all children 
needing 


1 medical attention to family physicians. 


Funds for this object were provided 
by the 1921 legislature. The truck is 
now being built .according to plans' 
outlined by the state'board of health. 
It will be routed and conducted under 
the direction of the Bureau of Child 
Welfare and Public Health Nursing 
The director of this bureau. Mi's. Mary 
P. Morgan, has" long aspired that Wis- 
consin adopt a .practical program for 
reaching the rural sections with a 
modern presentation of the health idea 
based on successful practice with the 
federal "Child Welfare Special," winch 
the Children's Bureau has used 
in 


Illinois and southern states. The 'Wis- 
consin truck wilt be similar in design.

Wisconsin is. taking advantage of 


the experience of these agencies in 
equipping the Badger truck.

The heating system to be 
successful must properly heat the sev- 
eral compartments of the car during 
the cold weather of late fall so that 
it will be safe to undress children fol' 
physical examinations. 


The staff to operate the truck will 


be small. It will comprise a woman 
physician skilled in pediatrics, experi- 
enced in social service 
and 
public 


health methods, and -with a practical 
working knowledge of rural 
people 


and conditions; a nurse, who will con- 
duct the interviews with 'parents, do 
tho weighing and measuring of babies, 
and otherwise help in examinations: 
and an expert chauffeur, capable oC 
repairing the truck and keeping it in 
good operating condition, of running 
the projecting machine and making 
himself useful generally. 


The intericft- of the truck, which will 


be completely enclosed, will be enam- 
eled white, giving an appearance of 
space and neatness. In the matter of 
interior equipment, it is expected the 
truck will bo as ingeniously arranged 
and completely outfitted as many a 
city child-welfare station.

The' main body will be used for a 


conference room- and fitted up for the 
examination o£ 
children. 
Available 


space is increased by utilizing as a 
front dressing room the 
chauffeur's 


cab and by letting down for a, rear 
dressing room an adjustable, annex 
which will fold into the truck while 
in transit. 


For the first year it is planned the 


truck shall visit six or seven distinct- 
ly rural counties—two of these ,to»,b&> 
northern, two central, and two south- 
ern counties, the latter to be visited 
'first.

Child ' Welfare are applications from 
several counties for first visits-by the 
"special." No selection has beeh made, 
but the clioicc will dcpcn'd largely up- 
on the evidence of desire shown by the 
counties.

Put meat carefully larded on rack 


in roasting pan. 
'Sprinkle with salt 


and pepper and dredge with 
flour. 


IE salt pork is used for. larding very 
little salt will be necessary for sea- 
soning. Put three, or fouj: thin slices 
of pork in the bottom of the pan. 


Cook uncovered in a hot oven for 


half an hour. Baste every 10 min- 
utes with the fat in the pan and one 
tablespoon hot water. Serve at once, 
garnished with parsley. A two-pound 
fillet of beef is enough for four per- 
sons. 


BROILED FILLET OF BEEF 


Have the meat 
carefully trimmed, 


and cut in slices about one and one- 
half inches thick. Fasten 
a 
thin 


slice 
of bacon around 
the side of 


each piece. Broil over a clear fire 
or under the gas broiler for 10 min- 
utes; five on one side and five on 
the other. Season with salt and pep- 
per and spread with butter. 


-Serve on a. hot platter garnished 


with parsley. Round steak may be 
ground very' fine and made into lit- 
tle flat cakes secured with bacon and 
broiled in the same fashion. An egg 
may be stirred into the ground meat 
to bind it.. Pan broiling is quite sat- 
isfactory for these meat cakes.
